Although 16 other correspond- 
ents were present at the signing 
of the surrender of Germany at 
Reims, France, early Monday 
morning, Edward Kennedy, chief 
of the Associated Press western 
front staff, scored probably the 
greatest news beat in history. 

It is known Kennedy wrote 
1,500 words at Reims which was 
passed by field censors, and wrote 
more of-his story after returning 
to Paris. But only 300 words of
